Some the enthusiasts here 
Southern California area who have been rent- 
ing their cars motion picture and television 
studios this past year have paid for sizeable 
amount-towards their investment. Stand- 
pay scale major studios for use car 
approximately dollars day per 
car. Smaller independent studios pay slightly 
less than this figure. This daily amount can 
add quite bundle when taking into 
consideration that some shooting schedules 
would require the car’s appearance for period 
week ten days. Also there the pos- 
sibility that your car might land the role 
the star’s personal vehicle, even the heavy 
lead the film, for this the studio generally 
comes with double the daily rate even 
some cases, where the car used for 
unorthodox driving. Not all movie jobs are 
this lucrative. Some only entail one day’s work,

“How you list your car with studios?” 
This the first question, and the spot where 
many car owners lose the ball. Sure, they take 
the prop and transportation department, 
who the way might very impressed, but 
several months later when the director calls 
for him procure teenage automotive crea- 
tion, the prop man can’t quite remember the 
phone number just how was reach the 
owner the car case work. 

talking with “Prop and Transportation 
Department” representatives from many 
the and independent studios, found 
that all were agreement universal 
method listings. car owner contemplating 
listing his hot rod custom car with studio 
for film work should follow this format. First, 
have some very clear and sharp photographs 
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taken your car from these angles; three- 
quarter front view and three-quarter rear 
view. Make two enlargements each view, 
size should smaller than that 4x5 
variety larger than 8x10 measurements. 
Attached the enlarged photos your car 
there should short and concise typewritten 
data sheet defining the make the car, body 
style, color, engine and unusual innovations. 
This attached data sheet should also include 
your name, address, and above all your phone 
number home and number where you 
can reached left message during the 
day. Once you have your photo package and 
description your car complete, then com- 
mence phoning various studio “Prop and 
Transportation” departments for appointments 
and interview. When you arrive the studio 
your car should clean condition. Don’t
